Dear Mr. Coughlin: 


Unbiased reporting of any con- 


troversial issue before the public 
is difficut at best. You should be 
commended for your fair and ob- 
jective reporting of the controver- 
sial issues involving Principal B. J. 
Frazer of our school system. Your 
stories avoided sensationalism and 
partisanship and were not "slant- 
ed", and your editorial comment 
was ethically confined to the edi- 
torial column. 


The board of education's an- 


nouncement earlier this week of 
the hiring, of a replacement for 
Mr. Frazer would seem to be their 
answer to the more than 3,400 citi- 
zens who requested the board to 
rehir« the former principal of Dix- 
on High School. The board chose 
not to give even the simple dignity 
of a formal reply to the citizens' 
petitions but acted in direct op- 
position to the wishes expressed 
by such a large segment of the in- 
terested public. Is this an example 
of "democratic process" in action? 


Are we mistaken in our belief 


that elected officials are placed in 
their offices to execute the will of 
the public? If we are so mistaken, 
then perhaps there is shockingly 
little democracy m our system'of 
representative government. 
» « • 


Until early this week, the major- 


ity of the members of this citizens 
committee who have urged the 
board of education to reconsider 
their firing (in effect)' of Mr. 
Frazer preferred to hold to the 
belief that the board acted, origi- 
nally, in good faith. The committee 
offered the board a means of "sav- 
ing face" by giving the board an 
opportunity to review certain im- 
portant facts and trends of public 
opinion whic had com* to light 
sine* the board's action against 
Mr. Frazer. 


It was the hope of this commit- 


tee that, in the light of newer and 
more complete information, the 
board might exhibit at least a 
modicum of logical thought process 
and fair play by admitting that 
they (the board) had acted in error 
in firing Mr. Frazer. The rehiring 
of Mr. Frazer would then have 
been a logical step, and the board 
thereby could have won back at 
least a portion of the public re- 
spect which it lost so suddenly at 
the time it ousted the man who 
has been a citizen in and servant 
of this community for a longer 
period than most members of the 
board. 
• * * 


A major function of a board of 


education is its "check^and bal- 
ance" role in the complexity of 
modern educational systems. While 
the typical board does.determine 
"school policy" to a great extent, 
it does so with an attentive ear 
cocked to the counsel offered by 
the system's administrators (its 
principal'and superintendent) and, 
ideally, event to the grass-roots 
suggestions of the members1 of the 
school faculty and the public. 


It is a matter of official board 


record that the boards of. recent 
years rarely called' Principal Fra- 
zer for consultation on matters of 
school policy. (Mr. Memler, board 
president, said "Not so" to this 
fact during the last public board 
•meeting, but he then admitted 
that the board's alleged more or 
less frequent meetings with Mr. 
Frazer were not recorded in the 
minutes of the meetings in ques- 
tion. The cjbvious conclusion to be 
drawn is that Mr. Frazer was 
seldom, .if ever, asked to attend 
board meetings.) 
, 


What puzzles us is this: How can 


a tight little group of seven indi- 
viduals set itself up as "highest 
authority" on educational matters 
—particularly when those individ- 
uals' sole contact with the com- 
plexities of modern educational 
system* has been their service, on- 
the board? To our knowledge/none 
of the present board members have 
eve'r received any special training 
in education or curriculum devel- 
opment or school peraonnel man- 
agement. And yet this same com- 
paratively- untutored board pre- 
sumes to know better than 3,400 
citizens and parents Just what is 
"for the best Interests of the school 
iystem"!

Million-Dollar Oil Fire 
Under Control on Coast 
Fuel Destined for Military

- LOS ANGELES <*)— A million- 
dollar oil fire that exploded storage 
tanks and- sent flames towering 
over the harbor area was brought 
under control today. 


One worker was reported miss- 


ing and two firemen were injured, 
neither seriously. 


Snice much of the fuel was des- 


tined for military use, the navy 
and FBI aided by the Los "Angeles 
arson squad began checking the 
possibility of sabotage. 


Wall Holds OH 


As tanks exploded, a pool of 


burning oil formed within a 20-foot 
high firewall around the storage 
area of Tide Water Associated Oil 
Co. But the wall held the flaming 
mass. Fifteen of the 20 tanks with- 
in the enclosure burned. 


F. E. Coyle, marine terminal su- 


perintendent of Tide Water, said 
damage would be more than one 
million dollars. 


Firemen'v estimated more 
than 


80,000 barrels of various fuels were 
consumed in the flames. The fire, 
of undetermined origin, started 
when a 55,000-barrel storage tank 
suddenly blew up. sending its lid 


about 250 feet into the air. The con- 
tents blazed immediately and the 
fh'e spread from tank to tank. 
Many of them-exploded. 


The fire fighters were success- 


ful in keeping the flames away 
from a 50,000-barrel tank of high- 
test aviation gasoline which stands 
in one corner of the enclosure. By 
early morning most of the contents 
had been pumped out to tanks not 
endangered and the threat to the 
harbor lessened. 


Felt Lik« Qtmk« 


An engineer, L. A. Hanim, said 


the initial explosion Friday night 
felt "like an earthquake." Soon six 
other tanks, ranging from 5,000 to 
50,000 barrels capacity were.burn- 
ing. Land equipment and fire boats 
rushed to the scene. 


A tanker with 130,000 barrels of 


high test gasoline was warping into 
a slip at the company plant just 
as the first tank exploded but was 
able to back out to safety. About a 
dozen other tankers were moved to 
safe berths and 10 ships in the 
Todd Shipyards and other nearby 
yards were towed to safety.

late Friday night and discovered what they termed an "abortion mill" 
that was "no kitchen-table type of thing." 


A doctor, three other men and 


three women, were arrested by 
state and Fauquier County offi- 
cers, who said they found nine 
women patients or patients-to-be 
in the eight-room frame structure 
just off State Route 17. 


Sheriff Sam S. Hall jr. and State 


Police Capt. G. M. Williams said 
the physician, identified as Dr. G. 
Thomas' Strother, 54, of Brunswick, 
Md., was performing an operation 
on one of the women on a table in 
an upstairs bedroom when they en- 
tered the building. 


Medical ex'aminaiions early to- 


day disclosed five other women 
had 
undergone 'Operations ' and 


three were waiting their turn, all 
of them from Washington, D. C., 
police said. None was identified. 


Dr. Strother was charged with 


five counts of performing an abor- 
tion a violation of Virginia law. 
ana was released under 15,000 
bond. 


Police said, a search of the house 


turned up $3,600 in cash—51,200 on 
the person of Mrs. Ellen Grimes 
of Alexandria. Va., a good looking 
platinum blonde police said was 
the contact woman for the group. 


Also arrested were the physi- 


cian's wife, Mr*. Ruth Strother, 
*§, a Mittiof Mondt, Md M«y 


Boyer, 48. of Brunswick, Md.. de- 
scribed by police as Dr. Strother's 
nursing assistant. 


The three women and three men 


arrested with Dr. Strother 
all 


were charged with aiding and en- 
couraging an abortion and later 
were released on bond of $2,500. 
A preliminary hearing for all sev- 
en was set for Monday in Fau- 
quier County Trial Justice Court. 


A physician who accompanied 


the 26 officers and investigators on 
the raid said "only one woman in 
1,000 might have had any trouble" 
as a result of an operation under 
the setup, which he said was 
"very sterile." .

Anti-Communist

Guatemalan rebels set up a 
provisional government Fri- 
day night amid indications 
the struggle for that Central 
American nation is becoming 
a hot shooting war. 
• lusurgent planes attacked Guate- 
mala City and the rebel radio 
claimed its forces were "march- 
ing victoriously" on the capital. 
The Communist-supported govern- 
ment of President Jacobo Arbenz 
Guzman *, declared, however, 
its 


troops remained in control of all 
fronts. 


Creation of the provisional re- 


gime, headed by rebel Command 
cr Col. Carlos Castillo Armas, was 
announced in a communique' by 
the "Liberation army." It said the 
government headquarters were at 
Chiguimula. a town of fl.848 peo 
pic. 20 miles from the Honduran 
border. 


Report Capture 


The communique said Chlquimu 


la had been captured early Fri 
day. 
But a dispatch from Asso 


ciatcd Press Correspondent Jack 
Rutlcdge In Guatemala City said 
the government's latest bulletins 
claimed Chiquimala was still in its 
hands. Rutledge'iJ dispatch passed 
through Guatemalan censorship and 
was delayed about six hours iti 
transmission. 


Rebel planes also blasted Zacapa 


and other government strongholds. 
Authoritative sources said a direct 
bomb hit on an ammunition dump 
at Zacapa knocked out the gar- 
rison there. The stepped-up air 
strikes led one sources here to com 
mcnt that "the cold war Is getting 
hot." 


Up till now, the eight-day-old 


struggle has been waged chiefly 
with propaganda weapons. Only 
sporadic clashes have been report- 
ed between the opposing forces. 


Eight Americans who crossed the 


Guatemalan frontier into Mexico 
Friday said 
they believed the 


rebel forces had the government 
"on the run." A boston newspaper- 
man in the group said he had seen 
400 wounded government troops en- 
route to the capital. 


The 
Guatemalan embassy 
In 


Washington announced, meanwhile, 
that its government had refused 
permission for the Inter-American 
Peace Committee to send an in 
vcstigatlng team into Guatemala 
to study that nation's charge of 
foreign aggression. The Arbenz re- 
gime has accused Honduras and 
Nicaragua of aiding .the rebels. 
• Alfredo Chocano, acting head of 
the embassy, said his government 
had" advised the committee that 
"Guatemala is opposed to inter- 
vention . . . in this matter be- 
cause the subject is under the juris- 
diction of the Security Council of 
the United Nations." 


The Security Council, however, 


voted to put off further discus- 
sion of the Guatemalan charge of 
aggression until the organization 
of American States could investi- 
gate the matter. The Inter-Amer- 
ican Peace Committee is an agency 
of the OAS.

17 Swept Into 


Tidal Wave Engulfs

CHICAGO—</T>—Chicago Park Police said today at least 17 fish- 


ermen had been washed into Lake Michigan by a huge tidal wave 
and that "several" were believed to have drowned. 


Police snld at least 18 fishermen 


had been swept off rocks and into 
the lake at the Montrose Harbor, 
on Chicago's North Side, and at 
least' one had been washed Into 
-the water at a pier at North ave- 
nue, 28 blocks further south. 


All nvnllable rescue equipment 


of the U. S. const guard, police and 
fire departments were rushed to 
the scene. The coast guard sent 
four boats to aid in the rescue ef- 
fort. 


Police Sgt. Robert Donner of 


Lincoln Park police said several 
persons 
"definitely" had been 


drowned and 'that rescuers "still 


are fishing people" out of the 
water. 


The U.S. weather bureau- in Chi- 


cago described the tidal wave as a 
seiche and said it was caused by 
a squall line moving across the 
lake. 


The condition is c a u s e d by 


a rapid change in air pressure 
which depresses the.water In one 
spot and causes a mounding up of 
the water level in another. The 
water can rise quickly several feet. 


The weather bureau said it is an 


"unpredictable situtaion." 


Southeast Asia Threat

WASHINGTON—</h— President Eisenhower and Prime Minister 


Churchill come to grips today with the hard core of present British- 
American difficulties: 
The critical issue of what to do about halting 


Communist conquest in Southeast Asia, 
v Diplomatic observers said 
it 


seemed possible that by the end of 
the Washington talks—slated to go 
*n through this weekend and per- 
haps longer—the two heads of slate 
might agree on some line of ac- 
tion. But there was no advance in- 
dication of what this course would 
be. 


U. S. PoHltlon. 


The U. s' position up to now has 


been that urgent measures are 
needed to form an anti-Communist 
alliance which would include Brit- 
ain, the United States and other 
countries with direct security in- 
terests in Southeast Asia. Eisen- 
hower presumably was prepared to 
urge Churchill to join in such an 
undertaking. 


The British position, most, re- 


cently stated by Foreign Secretary 
Eden, is that a defensive alliance 
could be effective in the long run 
but that it should be paralleled by 
a system of non-aggression guar- 
antees which would include Com- 
munist nations AS well a* others. 


American officials have rebuffed 


the nonagression pact idea as in- 
volving Communist commitments 
which could not be depended upon, 
and as a potential new obstacle in 
the way of progress on a real se- 
curity system.

Anything Can Fit in Your Garage 


By MR. FIX

Your garage could be a lot more 


useful if storage space in it were 
more abundant. At is is now. the 
family car is near being evicted by 
a clutter of odds and ends, garden 
and lawn tools, storm windows, bi- 
cycles and other sundries. 


Short of building a wing, there is 


only one direction to go for- more 
•pace—upward, to the walls and to 
the rafters. 


Up to the present you have been 


spiking nails into garage wall stud- 
ding to serve as "hooks" for hang- 
ing up small items of miscellany. 
Now there is more miscellany than 
there's room for on the walls. There 
are a number of ways to increase 
this usable wall space. Here are 
three: 


Nail two or three horibontal rows 


of 1x3 lumber to the vertical studs 
the entire length of each wall. Into 
the strips—at intervals determined 
by the size of the items to be hung 
—drive nails or clothesline hooks. 


Smaller garden tools should be 


hung on the highest strip and larg- 
er items on lower ones. This sys- 
tem keeps all tools off the floor and 
out of the way of foot traffic. 


Another way to accomplish the 


same thing is to nail panels of the

popular new perforated hardboard 
to"wall studs. With.interchangeable 
hooks and various metal fixtures 
you can store any number of things 
in any arrangement you choose. 
Use ^-inch-thick panels and fasten 
with three-penny nails spaced six 
inches apart at intermediate studs 
and four inches apart on the edges. 
Nail at center of panel first and 
work toward edges. 


Still another way to increase wall 


storage calls for 1x8 lumber in the 
least expensive grade. Ask your 
lumber 
dealer 
for 
"resawed" 


boards. Erect 
several rows of 


shelves out of long lengths of this 
lumber, supported- by ordinary 
screwed-on shelf brackets. Bottom 
shelves should be no lower than 
four feet from the floor. 


While a workbench is a .nice 


item to have in a garage, it appro- 
priates a lot of valuable space. An 


acceptable substitute is a folding 
work table, hinged to the wall at 
one edge with three strap hinges. 
The table can be made of '4-inch 
Plyshield-grade exterior plywood or 
*i-inch hardboaid. Raised it could 
be supported by hinged legs or by 
chains extending from table edges 
to eyt. hooks on wall studs. Low- 
eied it's entirely out of the way.' 


Now move up to the roof of your 


garage. If it is a gable-roofed struc- 
ture there is plenty of room there 
for a second attic for storage of 
storms, screens, lumber and other 
building materials too bulky for 
storage elsewhere. 


You can build a garage "attic" 


platform using metal straps to sus- 
pend 2x4 cross-members from ex- 
isting joists. Decking lumber is ap- 
plied over 2\4s. The metal straps, 
spaced 36 inches apart on joists 
and 2x4s, are fastened to them with 
wood screws. 


The platform can be built on the 


floor of your garage, then raised 
as a unit and attached to the joists. 
Or you can suspend 2x4s from the 
joists first 
and install decking 


aflerwaid. If you have help, the 
fiist method is to be pi eferred. 


The Personality of Your Room 
Is Expressed in Its Color 


Color is the greatest asset in 


decorating. It is one of the chief 
means you will use in expressing 
your decorative purpose. Color can 
minimize the structural defects of 
a room or emphasize its fine pro- 
portions. It can wrap your walls 
around you or open them out gen- 
erously. Color can add warmth to 
a cold room or coolness to a warm 
one. It can create a mood, an at- 
mosphere, and make a room well 
worth remembering. 


First, you must be able to see 


each color as it is, and become ac- 
quainted with what..it expresses, 
before you understand why certain 
colors go together. Think of colors 
in two categories, warm and cool. 


Warm colors are yellow, red and 


orange. All other colors which con- 
tain these share in their warmth. 
Warm colors advance, and in con- 
sequence, decrease Uie apparent 
size of a room and increase the 
apparent size of objects. Light 
warm colors, like Camellia and 
Talisman do not make a room 
seem smaller because they are 
diluted colors and do not come 
forward like the more 
intense 


colors. 


Yellow is the sunniest and bright- 


est of colors, suggesting light and 
gayety. Use Canary to introduce 
a feeling of sunniness in a dark 
north roorm For large areas you 
may also use Sandalwood as well 
as pale yellows. Red is highly 
stimulating and should be used 
with restraint. It makes an excel- 
lent contrasting color. 


In the red family, the pastels arc 


very pleasing. Among the oranges, 
Amberlite and Terra Cotta recom- 
mend themselves for use in home 
decorating. 


Cool colors are the blues, greens 


and violets which give the effect of 
withdrawing. 
They are 
restful, 


soothing colors and produce an ef- 
fect of aloofness and reserve. 
Through their power of withdraw- 
al, cool colors give an effect of 
spaciousness. 


Blue, the coolest of colors, sug- 


gests a feeling of dignity and tran- 
quility. Blues, such as Dustblu and 
Porcelain Blue, are good back- 
ground colors. Twilight Turquoise 
also finds popular favor. Violet is

Exterior paint'should be well brushed with long, firm 
strokes. It should never be applied in damp weather or in 
temperatures below 50°. Always pa-int on the shady side 
of the house—preferably just after the sun has done a 
good drying job. You will need a good 3" or 4" brush 
for siding and shingles and a 1" or l)/>" brush for sash 
and other narrow surfaces.

New Statue for New Salem .. Dixon's 'Lincoln' .. Taft and Crunelle .. Illinois Leads With 15

The recent unveiling of the Abraham Lincoln 


utatue at New Salem State Park brings to mind 
other statues and other dedications. 


Dixon, of course, boasts the large statue show- 


ing Lincoln at the age of 23 while a soldier in the

! statue, atop a nine-foot pedestal, 
is one of the city's most widely 
[known attractions. 


Tho bronze figure was dedi- 


jcated on Sept. 24. 1930, the last

\ saw the dedication of the new 
. Pcoria Avenue Bridge. 


Gov. Louis L. Emmcrson was 


the speaker for the statue dedication, and he- un- 
veiled the figure amid a salute of aerial bombs. 
The noted sculptor, Lorado Taft. Introduced Leon- 
ard Crunelle, who created the Dixon "Lincoln." 


Among the old settlers introduced during the 


ceremonies was George Richardson, who had heard

Lack of muscle tone is re- 
sponsible in most cases for pro- 
truding stomachs, heads carried 
forward and round shoulders. 


So, it is the wise homemaker 


who sees to it that each day's food 
supplied to her family is welly bal- 
anced according to the Basic 
Seven—and in this group of foods 
remember children need four glass- 
es of milk or more every day and 
adults need three glasses.

Flour Sifter Measurements 


For sometime now we have had 


some very handy flour sifters that 
sift flour directly into the measur- 
ing cup, so that the homemaker 
can save time. Recent information 
tells us that this method is not 
completely accurate since most of 
our recipes are based on the meth- 


od of transferring flour to the cup 
after sifting. 


You end up by having about 2 


tablespoons less flour per cup if 
you sift directly into the cup. This 
is due to the fact that there is 
some repacking of the flour when 
it is transferred or spooned into 
the cup. 


This slight difference would not 


have much effect on plair c&.kes 
or' muffins, but it could cause 
tender angel cakes or very rich 
cakes to fall. 


For these products, add 2 table- 


spoons flour per cup if you are 
using the method of sifting directly 
into the cup. * • * 


Are you making lots of sand- 


wiches to -go into the picnic bas- 
ket? If so, remember these few 
items and you will make the job 
easier for yourself. Use day-old 
bread. It is more firm and will 
spread easier and hold the filling 
better. 
Medium thick slices are 


belter than thin, dainty ones, or 
thick, "bready" ones. 


Don't trim the crusts, since this 


takes extra time and is wasteful. 
Sandwiches will dry out more 
quickly when the crusts are cut 
off. Use butter at room tempera- 
tures and cream it with a fork. It 
will spread smoothly without tear- 
ing the bread. 


For a different flavor work a bit 


of seasoning into the butter when 
you soften it. Use a pinch of mus- 
tard, chopped parsley, or onion 
juice. This flavor will depend on 
the filling you plan to use.

or principal for what, it chooses to 
call "losa of confidence" or "the 
good of the system". That was, in 
fact, the very evil that was cured 
by the Teacher Tenure Law. 


Any teacher who does not make 


good can be dropped, of course, 
and ought to be; but it ha* to be 
done for good cause and according 
to a lawful procedure. 


To get rid of Mr. Frazer law- 


fully, 
the superintendent would 


have been required to file written 
charges which should have been 
specific in nature. Further, Mr. 
Frazer was required to have re- 
ceived written notice of the said 
charges—and a chance to be heard 
on these charges before official 
board action could bo instituted 
against him. None of these condi- 
tions were met by the board or 
the superintendent. 


Further, the only grounds on 


which lawful firing of Mr. Frazer 
could have been effected by the 
board were those of "incompe- 
tence, cruelty, negligence, immo- 
rality, or other sufficient cause"; 
Before that, a written notice should 
mve been given to Mr. Frazer by 
the board, telling him of the 
board's specific criticisms of his 
work and giving him a chance to 
correct those faults.'

;elllng a man that he is fired and

Virginia Governor 
Pledges Segregated 
Schools in State 


RICHMOND. Va. W>—Gov. Thom- 


as B. Stanley has pledged to use 
"every legal means" to continue 
segregated schools in Virginia and 
oas suggested the elimination from 
the state constitution of the pro- 
vision that requires the mainte- 
nance of a public school system. 


The governor issued a 500-word 


statement Friday n i g h t setting 
forth a course of action for Vir- 
ginia for the first time since the 
U. S. supreme court ruled May 17 
that segregation of the races in 
public schools is unconstitutional. 
Stanley said he is convinced "the 
overwhelming majority" of Vir- 
ginians want to retain segregated 
schools. 


Stanley added, however, he does 


not want "to destroy the public 
school system." He said he wants 
to enable the Virginia legislature 
to "deal with all phases of the 
complex problem now confronting 
us."
